‘Kurdish rebels 
capture air base

ZAKHO, Iraq — Kurdish rebels 
on Wednesday claimed they had 
seized a government-held air base 
and camp in northern Iraq, but said 
there were signs Saddam Hussein’s 
forces were preparing for an assault 
ona key rebel-held city. 

A statement from the Kurdistan 
Democratic Party said the Iraqi 
army was massing forces in Sad- 
dam’s hometown of Tikrit to launch 
an attack on the northern oil city of 
Kirkuk, which was seized by the in- 
surgents. The statement, sent to 
The Associated Press in Nicosia, 
Cyprus, by telex, could not be inde- 
pendently confirmed. 

Saddam has been struggling to 
quell rebellions in the north and 
south that flared after his defeat by 
the allies in the Persian Gulf War. 
The fighting halted with a cease-fire 
a month ago.

President Bush said Wednesday it 


was unlikely Saddam will remain in 
power for long because the Iraqi 
people “are fed up with him.” 

“There’s enough dissent and dis- 
order but it appears the Iraqi citi- 
zens are trying to do something 
about this,” he told reporters in 
Bethesda, Md. “We'll wait and see 
how it plays out but I think we’d 
have to put him down as fairly 
doubtful at this point.” 

Kurdish leaders reported gains 
in northern Iraq — but also heavy 
casualties. They said guerrillas 
overran an Iraqi air base near 
Kirkuk on Tuesday and captured 
two Soviet-made warplanes, a 
MiG-21 fighter and a Soviet-made 
Sukhoi bomber. 

The rebels also said they seized a 
government camp at Faardiya, on 
the road from Dohuk to Mosul. 
They said the two installations 
were among the last that govern- 
ment forces controlled in northern 
Iraq. 


States cut education funds; 
grim spring layoffs ahead

Cash-strapped school districts 
around the country have begun send- 
ing pink slips to tens of thousands of 
teachers, a grim spring ritual signal- 
ing the worst year for school layoffs in 
a decade as states slash spending. 

Teacher contracts often stipulate 
that districts must notify teachers by 
a specified date in the spring — usu- 
ally between mid-March and June — 
if they are in danger of not being re- 
hired for the following fall. 

Such “RIF's” “reduction-in- 
force” notices — invariably far exceed 
the number of teachers who actually 
lose their jobs. 

But given the magnitude of state 
and local budget problems, educators 
expect many thousands of this 
spring’s layoff notices to stick. 

“Tt’s as tough a time as we’ve seen 
in the last decade,” said Jewell Gould, 


director of research of the American 
Federation of Teachers, which repre- 
sents some 750,000 teachers. 

“From the numbers we’ve been 
seeing, conservatively, we’re looking 
at 13 or 14 states where we expect to 
see teacher reductions of up to 5 per- 
cent.” 

Most Western and Southern states, 
where budgets are healthier and stu- 
dent enrollments still growing, are 
being spared layoffs. 

Colorado is adding $70 million to its 
$1.2 billion state education budget. 
Idaho is hiring 1,000 more teachers as 
part of a drive to lower class sizes. 
Washington Gov. Booth Gardner’s 
proposed budget boosts education 
spending by 12 percent. 

In the South, Louisiana is in the 
midst of a drive begun in 1988 to lift 
teacher pay. Likewise, Arkansas and 
Georgia officials predict few, if any, 
teacher layoffs.

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Slain soldier’s ‘widow’ held without bail 


DETROIT — A woman accused of murdering her lover in a plot to collect 
insurance money just days after he returned from the Persian Gulf War was 
ordered held without bail Wednesday. 

Defendant Toni Cato Riggs, 22, apparently was not legally married to the 
victim, Army Spe. Anthony Riggs, because she hadn’t divorced a first hus- 
band, according to court records. 

At an arraignment Wednesday, a judge entered an innocent plea on Ms. 
Riggs’ behalf. She was charged with first-degree murder in the March 18 
shooting of Riggs. Judge Robert K. Costello also ordered her held pending an 
April 5 hearing, over the objections of defense lawyer Athina Siringas. 

Her 19-year-old brother, Michael Cato, was arraigned Tuesday and ordered 
held without bond. He also faces an April 5 hearing. 

Siringas argued that Riggs was cooperating with authorities and should be 
freed on bond and also complained that Cato had given police two confessions, 
only one of which implicated his sister. 

Riggs and Cato face mandatory life imprisonment if convicted. 

Police defended themselves Wednesday against a lawyer’s allegation that 
they forced a confession from Cato. 

“Homicide investigators are aware of the rules concerning the interrogation 
and interviewing of suspects,” said Inspector Gerald Stewart. “And we don’t 
violate them.” 


Scharwzkopf, Bush disagreed-on cease-fire 


WASHINGTON — In an embarrassing public flap Wednesday, President . 


Bush disputed Gen. Norman Schwarzkopf’s claim to have urged further fight- 
ing to “reap great destruction” on Iraq’s army at the time Bush ordered a 
cease-fire in the Persian Gulf War. Bush said there was “total agreement” that 
the time had come to end the war, but Schwarzkopf remembered it differently. 
Schwarzkopf, the highly acclaimed architect of the allied victory over Iraq, 
told an interviewer that history would second-guess Bush’s decision, and he 
said the cease-fire had opened an escape route for fleeing Iraqi forces. 

The White House and Pentagon moved swiftly to challenge the general’s 
version of events, as related to television interviewer David Frost. In a 
written statement, Defense Secretary Dick Cheney said Schwarzkopf had 
“raised no objection to terminating hostilities.” Cheney said Schwarzkpf and 
Gen. Colin Powell, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, “were consulted and 
make the recommendation to me and to the president that we had achieved our 
military objectives. 


Lawsuits might infringe on press freedom 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court was urged Wednesday to shield 
newspapers from damage suits by sources whose names were published after a 
promise of confidentiality. The plea drew sharp questioning from several 
justices and was challenged by one as “odd calculus.” 

The court, expected to decide the case by July, was told by John French, a 
lawyer for Minnesota’s two largest newspapers, that freedom of the press is at 
stake. The opposing attorney, Elliot Rothenberg, said the newspaper's are 
trying to place themselves above the law. 

“A solemn promise was made” to his client, Dan Cohen, in 1982, Rothenberg 
said. And “it was not kept.” 

Cohen, a public relations man then associated with a Republican campaign 
for lieutenant governor, gave the newspapers a tip, on condition he not be 
identified, that a Democratic opponent had once been charged with shoplift- 
ing. Reporters promised him confidentiality, but they were overruled by 
editors who argued the public had the right to know the source was linked to 
the opposing campaign, and published his name. Cohen was subsequently 
fired from his advertising agency job and sued the newspapers.

U.S. economists optimistic over upturn 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. economy shrank at an annual rate of 1.6 
percent in the final three months of 1990, a significantly smaller downturn than 
previously reported, as spending on the Persian Gulf military buildup helped 
to cushion the decline, the government said Wednesday. 

The new Commerce Department report on the gross national product — the 
country’s total output of goods and services — raised hopes that the current 
recession will indeed be short and shallow. 

“We have seen the first tangible signs of a turnaround,” treasury secretary 
Nicholas Brady told the U.S. Chamber of Commerce. He cited a big jump in 
consumer confidence following the end of the Persian Gulf War and February 
increases in sales of existing homes and new home construction. 

While the administration is projecting growth returning quickly to levels 
above 3 percent a year, private economists were much more pessimistic, 
predicting a weak recovery because of the huge debts being carried by con- 
sumers, businesses and the federal government.

The American dream to own and 
improve one’s property may be 
smashed by the federal govern- 
ment’s Wetlands laws. 

The government’s Clean Water 
Act is designed to preserve wet- 
lands for recreation and wildlife. 
The act, however, prevents 
landowners from digging, draining 
and building on land considered wet- 
lands. 

Utah’s congressmen, farmers and 
land developers agree the wetland 
regulations are ambiguous and need 
revisions. 

Rep. Bill Orton and Rep. James 
Hansen are endorsing a Compre- 
hensive Wetlands Conservation 
Management Act to protect actual 
wetlands but allow property right 
preservation and land development 
for border-line land plots. 

The newly proposed act requires 
water, soil and vegetation to exist 
during normal growing seasons be- 
fore the land can be defined as wet-

The Utah Farm Bureau supports

Bob Sennett, spokesman for 
Utah’s Soil Conservation Service, 
said the Clean Water Act (nick- 
named Swamp Buster Act and Wet- 
lands Act) is designed to provide 
disincentive to farmers wanting to 
convert wetlands into fertile 
ground. “Farmers who comply with 
federal regulations to leave wet- 
lands untouched, are eligible for fed- 
eral programs such as farm loans, 
milk support and price support pro- 
grams,” Sennett said.

“The jstipulation. for farmers ire- 
ceiving federal assistance is that 
they must not convert wetlands into 
fertile land. If landowners don’t 
comply with the Clean Water Act, 
they forfeit their eligibility for fed- 
eral programs,” he said.

In reference to the other half of the 
theme for Lamanite Week “one heart 
and one mind,” Elder Abrea. quoted 
Elder Bruce R. McConkie’s definition 
of the mind as the part of the body 
that perceives, feels, wills and thinks. 

After establishing some fundamen- 
tals regarding the importance of 
heart and mind, Elder Abrea dis- 
cussed how to attain a unity or one- 
ness with the Lord.

With April Fools’ Day just around the weekend, we reflect to last 
semester, when a communications professor mourned with his class 


the death of BYU’s collective sense of humor. A number of his stu- 

dents who work at The Daily Universe, however, refused to believe it. 

Like Jim Morrison, Bruce Lee and Elvis, we argued, fun and humor 

aren’t dead at BYU — just waiting for the right audience before 
making their comebacks. ‘ 

During this semester, however, we, too, began wearing our black 
armbands. BYU truly seemed to be a prankless society. 

The coffin’s first nail came early in the semester when Kevin Wool- 
ley wrote a letter to the editor about BYUSA Selections, Brett Blake 

and cloning. 
SSS ne Le: lettersswas eopviousiy 
tongue-in-cheek (and it was 
NIVE RSE funny). Ajig¥y responses 
poured in from students who 
OPINION either didn’t appreciate the 
humor or, sadder still, failed 
S22 to even recognize it. 

Far from being the exception to an otherwise wild and kooky, yet 
responsible, campus, Woolley-gate is painfully characteristic of our 
uptight university. (Letters to the editor last week leveled threats and 
invitations to leave town at Dallas Scholes after he wrote a humorous 
piece about Provo being boring — and it was funny.) 

One Universe reporter tells a story of a friend from Washington 
D.C. visiting BYU for the first time. The campus is beautiful, she 
commented after spending several days at BYU. But she had never 
seen so many 20-year-olds who thought they were 40. Her prescrip- 
tion: “Lighten up.” 

Another nail was slammed in humor’s coffin when University Police 

- Chief Robert Kelshaw said in the Universe that dumb, foolish things 
are in most cases against the law. This prompted a professor to write 
that it was finally official — fun is out at BYU. “A secret committee 
meets weekly deep in the bowels of the ASB to explain regulations 
that stifle even harmless — but probably dumb and foolish — fun:

(We 
envy the issue, but not the uptight response it will surely generate.) 

The Student Enquirer is great evidence that pranksters are alive 
and well at BYU. We hope they thrive and that their senses of humor 
are contagious. 

Friedrich Nietzsche said, “Perhaps I know best why it is man alone 
who laughs; he alone suffers so deeply that he had to invent laughter.” 

At BYU we like to think that we have things a little bit better than 
the rest of the world. But let’s never think our suffering is not so deep 
that we can do away with good laughs and the pranks that go along 
with them.

Stanford takes NIT; 
Sooners’ coach ejected

NEW YORK — Kenny Am- 
mann scored 22 points, including 
five 3-pointers, as Stanford sur- 
vived a 15-0 Oklahoma run follow- 
ing the ejection of Sooners coach 
Billy Tubbs to win its first National 
Invitation Tournament with a 78-72 
victory Wednesday night. 

Oklahoma opened its biggest 
lead of the game, 46-37, early in the 
second half, but Stanford rallied 
with a 23-10 spree to move ahead 
60-56. Deshon Wingate, held to one 
point in the first half, had 10 points 
and Ammann eight during the 
spurt, including two 3-pointers. 

The Sooners pulled to 70-67 on 
two free throws by Brent Price 
with 1:40 left, but Stanford clinched 
the victory by making eight of 12 
free throws down the stretch. 

Andrew Vlahov scored 14 points, 
while Wingate and John Patrick 
each had 13 for Stanford (20-18). 
Price scored 26 points and Bryan 
Sallier 24 for Oklahoma (20-15), but 
ad teammates combined for only 
22. 

Adam Keefe, Stanford’s leading 
scorer with a 21.8 average, finished 
with 12 points but had only two in 
the final 29 minutes. 

Keefe was named MVP of the 
tournament. 

The first half was a wild affair 
that ended with Oklahoma leading 
89-35 and Tubbs in the locker room.

U.S. legal system

President Rex E. Lee addressed 
Tuesday evening’s pre-law banquet 
saying there are opportunities for 
service in a legal profession that is 
misunderstood by the public. 

Prospective law students listened 
to President Lee answer a question 
he is often asked: “How can you be a 
lawyer and a member of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints?” 

President Lee said as long as 
lawyers follow two rules they will be 
able to balance their personal values 
with their profession. 

“ “A lawyer can’t lie,’ is the first 
rule. The second is ‘a lawyer can’t 
permit the client to lie.’ ” President 
Lee said it is unfortunate all lawyers 
don’t follow the two rules, but 
“nonetheless, it’s a rule.” 

President Lee said it’s not the pro- 
fession that’s unethical. 

“There are positive opportunities 
for service in the law profession,” he

said. President Lee gave examples of 
experienced lawyers helping out less 
experienced lawyers. “The adversar- 
ial element (in law) is what people 
question,” he said. 

In some cases the legal system may 
fail, but it’s the “best system any civi- 
lized society has come up with,” said 
President Lee. 

. He said defending a client guilty of 
car theft when he was an inexperi- 
enced lawyer helped him to under- 
stand the role of the lawyer. Presi- 
dent Lee said his client told him “Yes, 
I stole the car, and then I drove it 
across the state line.” President Lee 
immediately told him, “You're 
guilty.” 

When his client told President Lee 
he wanted to plead not guilty Presi- 
dent Lee told him he couldn’t repre- 
sent him. 

After talking with his superiors, 
President Lee said he learned that 
any defendant, guilty or not, has the 
constitutional right to test the sys- 
tem.

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UVCC center may be funded 
Election to settle ‘sandwich tax

County commissioners officially stated their in- 
tent to implement a 1 percent restaurant tax if the 
special bond election passes on April 9 — if there 
still is a bond election. 

Gov. Norman Bangerter vetoed the bill that pro- 
vided planning money for the proposed special 
events center at Utah Valley Community College. 
The bond election was called to provide Utah 
County’s share of the money once the center is 
designed. 

County Commissioner Malcolm Beck said the 
governor is calling for the funding to be approved in 


a special session of the legislature in April. The 
governor will send the commissioners a letter stat- 
ing that intention. 

The bill was vetoed because it contained other 
funding measures the governor did not approve of. 
Beck said the UVCC facility is a high-priority item, 
and the election will still be held if the county re- 
ceives the governor’s letter of assurance within the 
next few days. 

Ray Beckham, a member of the citizen’s group 
looking into the center, said they have also been 
assured by the legislature and Bangerter that the 
money to plan the multi-purpose center will be 
made available in the special session of the legisla- 
ture.

A bill designed to equalize federal 
funding for education between states 
was introduced Thursday to both the 
U.S. Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives. 

Rep. Bill Orton, D-Utah, intro- 
duced the Educational Equity Act of 
1991, which is designed to change 
“the federal funding formula that has 
resulted in Utah receiving the lowest 
amount of federal education funds per 
pupil of any state in the nation,” 
David Saybolt, legislative counsel for 
Orton, said. 

The bill was cosponsored by Sen. 
Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, and Rep. 
Wayne Owens, D-Utah. 

“Federal education funding dis- 
criminates against rural states like 
Utah,” Orton said. 

“This measure will go a long way 
toward ensuring that our students re- 
ceive the support they need to keep 
education strong in Utah.” 

Bob Sevigny, legislative counsel 
for Orton, said the Educational Eq-

Orton seeks to equalize UO 
funding for education

uity Act of 1991 would require funds 
to be allocated on an “average per 
pupil” base throughout the whole 
country. 

“An interim report prepared by 
the Department of Education re- 
vealed that Utah was last in receiving 
federal education funding in six of the 
11 major education programs,” Say- 
bolt said. 

Sevigny said the current formula 
for deciding how much a state re- 
ceives in federal education funding is 
based on U.S. Census information. 

“The census material is old and out 
of date. This clearly hurts Utah in 
that it doesn’t show the rapid growth 
rate in Utah,” Sevigny said. 

Sevigny said under the current for- 
mula the range of funding is extreme. 

He said Alaska receives around 
$960 per student while Utah receives 
around $130 per student. 

Sevigny said this bill will benefit 
other states as well as Utah. 

“Things have changed a lot and the 
formula hasn’t kept pace. This will 
force Congress to recognize the crisis 
in education in this country.”
